PRATT OPPOSES SLASH 


IN NAVY EXPENDITURES 


WASHINGTON. Dee. 4.—(UP)— 
Further economies in the cost of main- 
taining the United States navy would 
he impossible “without impairing the 
efficiency of the service.” Admiral 


William V. Pratt. chief of operations, 


declared today in his annual report to 
Secretary Adams. 

Pratt. who reaches the 64-vear re- 
tirement age next year, called his 
chief’s attention to the fact that for- 
eign powers operated navies up to 
the strength provided for in the Wash- 
ington and London treaties. 

He cited the “continuing and well- 
rounded programs of naval constrne- 
tion’ adopted by Great ° Britain, 
France and Japan, and said that “for 
lack of such a program the United 
States navy is not up to strength in 
certain classes, and in others our ships 
are largely obsolescent.” 

“The cost of operation and main- 
tenance of our forces afloat has been 
cut to the lowest point consistent with 
national security,” Pratt said. He 
warned that closing of any navy yards 
as a possible means of effecting econ- 
omies would affect adversely the 
present unemployment situation. 

Pratt strongly urged _ action 
taken to replace gradually those de- 
stroyers reaching an over-age status 
I'nless this is acecamplished, he said, 
“by 1955 the destroyer force of the 
States fleet will be in effi- 
ciency below the standard set by some 
other powers.”
